Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach or suggest the selective driving of differently colored light sources based 
on currency denomination information used to read a serial number on a bill as more 
completely pointed out in the claims. Terajima and Ikeda teach the selective driving of 
different colored lights in an image reading system, but do not teach the driving of the 
lights based on currency denomination information. The Jones patents teach the 
reading of serial numbers on bills, but do not teach the selective driving of differently 
colored lights based on denomination information.
